The following types and systems of weapons shall be prohibited by the — . 
Agreement on the prohibition of the development and manufacture of new tyves of 
weepons of mass destruction and new systems of such weapons: 

(1) Radiological means (of the non-explosive type acting with the aid of _

radioactive materials. ; 
(2) Technical, means of inflicting radiation. injury based on the use “of 
“charred or neutral particles to affect biological targets. ; 
(3) infrasonic means using acoustic radiation to affect biological targets. 
(4) Means using electromagnetic . radiation to effect biological targets. 
This list of types and’ systems of weapons to be prohibited nay be a 
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‘supplenentéd as necessary. 
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
